CHICAGO, Nov. 30 (UP)— 
Secretary of State John Foster 
Dulles has turned down de- 
mands that the nation impose an 
air or naval blockade on Red 
China to win freedom for 13 
imprisoned Americans. 


Dulles conferred with Presi- 
dent Eisenhower by telephone 
before making last night’s major 


- foreign policy speech. He then 


announced the nation would ex- 
haust all “peaceful means of 
sustaining our international 
rights and those of our citizens.” 

This country must not let it- 
self be “provoked” into “‘war 
action” which could upset the 
delicate balance of world peace 
and “impair the alliance of free 
nations,” he said. 

Rejects Force. 

Dulles’s speech before the 
National 4-H Club Congress and 
ww a nation-wide radio and tele- 
vision audience was a flat re- 
jection of forceful policies urged 
by Senate Majority Leader Wil- 
liam Knowland. 

Knowland has ealled for a 
blockade of Communist China as 
an answer t6 the recent sentenc- 
ing of 11 American service men 
and two civilians captured in the 
Korean war. 

Dulles warned Communist 
China’s latest “aggressive” ac- 
tion may mean _ international 
Communism again is trying to 
divide the free nations. 

“It is true that the Russian 
Communists have recently talked 
more softly, but it is equally 
true that the Chinese Commu- 
nists have talked and acted with 
increasing violence,” he said. 

“They break their armistice 
agreements and they outrage the 
elemental decencies of interna- 
tional conduct. 

“Perhaps international Com- 


. munism is trying by a new way 


to divide the free nations. They 
seek to soothe in Europe. They 
are provocative in Asia.” He 
then declared: 

“Our nation will react and 
react vigorously in the protection 
of our citizens, but without al- 
lowing ourselves to be provoked 
into action which would be a 
violation of our international ob- 
ligations and which would im- 
pair the alliance of the free 
na . 

“What has happened is a chal- 
lenge to us, and indeed to all 
who want peace, to find ways, 
consistent with peace, to sustain 
international rights,” he said. 

Peacéful Means. 

Dulles pointed out that the 
United States, under the United 
Nations Charter, has agreed to 
settle international disputes “by 
peaceful means in such a man- 
ner that international peace is 
not endangered.” 

“Therefore our first duty is 
to exhaust peaceful means of 
> our international 
rights and those of our citizens, 
rather than now resorting to 
war action such as naval and air 
blockade of Red China,” he said,

TELLS OF $7000 
IN PAYOFES MADE 
TO UNIONIST DALE 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 30 (AP) 
—President Eisenhower feels a 
naval and air blockade of Red 
China would amount to “war ac- 
tion,” the White House said to- 
day. 

The White House view was 
stated by James C. Hagerty, press 
secretary, shortly after Senator 
William F. Knowland of Califor- 
nia, the Republican leader, had 
renewed his call for a blockade 
in the face of a pronouncement 
last night by. Secretary of State 
John Foster Dulles, 

Dulles, in a Chicago speech 
said the United States must “ex- 
haust peaceful means” to protect 
the rights of Americans, rather 
than “now resorting to war ac- 
tion, such as a naval and air 
blockade.” 

Hagerty was asked by news- 
men whether Mr. Eisenhower 
agrees with Dulles that a block- 
ade would amount to war action. 

“Yes,” Hagerty replied, add- 
ing that the President “approved 
completely” Dulles’s entire 
speech. 

Hagerty said Dulles consulted 


with Mr. Eisenhower regarding 
the speech several times, and 
that they conferred as late as 
yesterday afternoon. 

Knowland, who has frequently 
differed with the Administra- 
tion on policy in the, Orient, 
argued only a few hours before 
the Dulles speech that a block- 
ade would be the best means to 
force the Chinese Communists 
to release Americans they hold 
prisoner. 

In an N.B.C. television . inter- 
view he was asked about the 
Dulles speech. 

Knowland, responding with a 
renewal of the proposal which 
he first made in the Senate, nev- 
ertheless said he does not be- 
lieve the “breach” between him 
and the Eisenhower Administra; 
tion is as wide as. some people 
try to make it appear. 

There is “an honest differ- 
ence of opinion on the steps to 
be taken to obtain release of 
the Americans,” Knowland said, 
adding that it is a difference 
which needs to be expressed.

EXPERT TESTED 
BLOOD ON WATCH 
OF DR. SHEPPARD 


Had Same ‘M-Factor’ 
as Wife's, Witness 
Says— Found No 
Stains on Bag. 


CLEVELAND, Nov. 30 (AP)— 
A green bag containing jewelry 
of Dr, Samuel H. Sheppard, 
found in a hedge beside his 
home, bore no blood stains a 
coroner's medical technician tes- 
tified today. 

But on Dr. Sheppard's watch 
inside, there were human blood 
stains with the same “M-factor” 
as the blood of the murdered 
Marilyn Sheppard, said the wit- 
ness, Miss Mary Cowan. 

The bag contained the watch, 
a signet ring and a key chain 
belonging tothe doctor, but 
none of them bore fingerprints, 
she continued. 

The state contends Dr. Shep- 
pard beat his pregnant wife to 
death in their Bay Village home 
last. July 4. He is on trial for 
first degree murder. 

Sheppard maintains that the 
watch and other articles were 
taken from him by a bushy- 
haired killer who later left him 
unconscious on the beach in back 
of his home. The ostepath has 
stated that it was not until he 
recovered consciousness and re- 
turned to the house that he first 
approached Marilyn’s body and 
tested the pulse at her throat. 

The state also produced Mari- 
lyn’s wristwatch, which was 
found after the murder in Dr. 
Sheppard’s downstairs den, on 
the floor. Miss Cowan testified 
that this watch also bore no 
fingerprints, but that it was 
stained with human blood, which 
also contained the M-factor pres- 
ent in Marilyn’s blood. 

Describing her examination of 
Sheppard’s trousers, the witness 
said she found four human hairs 
in the left front and right rear 
pocket. 

“The hairs were similar and 


Marilyn Sheppard,” Miss Cowan 
said, ‘determined by scale count, 
color, curl and diameter.” 

Assistant Prosecutor Thomas 
Parrino then ended his direct 
examination, He did not pursue 
further the significance of the 
testimony about the discovery of 
the hairs but he told a reporter 
it is “very important.”

“If St. Louis is to be success- 
ful in its drive for redevelop- 
ment it must have a modern 
building code,” the Mayor said. 
“If we are to attract new busi- 
ness and industry we must place 
ourselves on a competitive basis 
with other cities which permit 
the use of new materials, which 
often result in cheaper construc- 
tion. 

“I believe we can encourage 
building through this new code 
without making any sacrifice 
from either the standpoint of 
fire or structural safety,” he

Also Fined, Denied 
Probation on Plea of 


Ill Health. 


Dr. Henry E. Rosenberg, a phy- 
Siclan and surgeon, of 76 Lake 
Forest, Richmond Heights, was 
sentenced to six months impris- 
onment and fined 


day, after pleading guilty of 
attempting to evade $45,467 in 
federal income taxes, 

Dr. Rosenberg, whose medical 
offices are at 1467 Union av- 
enue, was charged with attempt- 
ing to evade the taxes for the 
years 1948, 1949 and 1950. 

In assessing the sentence and 
fine on the 52-year-old pliysician, 
District Judge Roy W. Harper 
denied a request that Dr. Ros- 
enberg be placed on probation 
because of ill health. 

Must Pay Fine by Dec. 7. 

Judge Harper ordered Dr. 
Rosenberg to pay the fine by 
Dec. 7, and directed him to sur- 
render by Jan. 3 to the custody 
of the Attorney General to be- 
gin serving his sentence. The 
court expressed the opinion that 
the physician would be sent to 
the United States Medical Cen- 
ter at Springfield, Mo., for his 
confinement, 


Assistant United States At- 
torney Herbert H, Freer told the 
court Dr. Rosenberg reported an 
income of $1849 for 1948, with 
no income taxes due. Investi- 
gation disclosed, however, Freer 
asserted, that Dr. Rosenberg 
had bank deposits that year of 
$28,502, and owed $11,711 in 
taxes. 7 

He said the physician reported 
an income of $1608, with no 
taxes due for 1949, whereas the 
investigation showed he had 
bank deposits of $30,139 that 
year and owed an income tax 
of $12,119. 

For 1950, Freer said, Dr. Ros-

Work on Grand-Market Grade 
’ Separation Will Begin Monday 


struction to 


Elaborate Detour Plan Will Take Traffic 
Around $1,000,000 Project — Con- 


Take Year. 


Construction of the $1,000,000 
grade separation at Grand bou- 
levard and Market street will 
begin Monday, with an elaborate 
traffic detour plan going into 
effect, Frank Kriz, director of 
streets and sewers, announced 


today. 

Erection of the overpass, 
which will take Grand over 
Market, will require about a 
year. 

The J. E. Latta Construction 
Co., recently awarded the con- 
tract for the project, will start 
work Monday on a detour for 
eastbound traffic on Market. 
The detour will provide for 
routing traffic south to Bernard 
street and east under the pres- 
ent Grand viaduct to Theresa 
avenue, then north back to 
Market. 

South Half to Be Blocked. 

While the detour is being con- 
structed, the south half of Mar- 
ket will be blocked between 

avenue and Theresa, 
and eastbound traffic will move 
on the north half of Market. 

In the meantime, westbound 
traffic on Market will be di- 
verted north on Theresa to 
Clark avenue, thence west to 

t and back to Market. 

Construction of the detour is 
expected to require a month 
and then eastbound traffic will 
be routed over the detour, Mar- 
ket street then will be closed 
and excavations will begin. 

Traffic on Grand will not be 
affected during this one-month 
period. 

After construction of the first 
detour, another detour, 40 feet 
wide, will be made to remove 
traffic from the Grand bridge, 
route it to the west and return 
it to Grand at Clark. Completion 


of this will require another 
month. 
New Traffic Regulations. 

New traffic regulations will 
be necessary in the area of the 
project, Charles G. Gonter, +raf- 
fic commissioner, said. Clark 
from Theresa to Spring avenue 
wiil be one-way westbound, with 
no parking at any time. 

Theresa from Market to La- 
clede avenue will be one-way 
northbound, with parking pro- 
hibited.

Veteran Pilot Ben- 
jamin Prowse quickly brought 
the Stratocruiser down to 11,000 
feet as the 33 passengers fought 
to breathe at the high altitude.

said ‘‘a vital part of our foreign 
policy is to have friendly rela- 
tions with many other countries 
so that we can work together 
for our common defense... . 
“Of course, we could not have 
that relationship if we thought 
only of ourselves. The relation- | 
ship must be for the common 
good. So, the common defense 
includes many areas outside the 
United States.” 
Dulles also: 
Announced United States pol- 
does “not exclude” an inter- 
national conference with Russia, 
but “we do not want to talk 
with the Soviet representatives

divide the free nations.”

Split Could Transform. 

Such a split could transform 
the political situation in the 
country plagued by the color 
problem and British-Boer fac- 
tienalism.

Announcing Strijdom’s elec- 
tion to a cheering crowd of 1000 
outside the closely guarded 
Parliament building, party 
spokesman J. J. Serfontein said 
Havenga had withdrawn from 
the contest soon after the caucus 
session began. Strijdom's elec- 
tion thus appeared to be unani- 
mous, although Serfontein gave 
no details of the caucus pro- 


ceedings. 

The struggle between Strij- 
dom and Havenga was one of 
tactics and timing rather than 
other Nationalist aeage 

Strijdom is all for quickening 
the pace of the Nationalist 
march toward a Christian Na- 
tional republic in South Africa. 
He is determined to cut the 
limited franchise and political 
rights of the nation’s 10,000,000 
nonwhites and to speed the gov- 
ernment’s “apartheid” program 
designed to separate the coun- 
try’s various racial groups into 
tight geographic compartments.

Strijdom also wants to quickly 
deprive the independent courts 
of thelr power to rule pariia- 
mentary laws unconstitutional.

_ THE GOAL OF OUR FOREIGN POLICY. 

EN DAYS AGO at the White House I discussed our foreign 

T policy with the congressional leaders of both parties, Republi- 

cans and Democrats. Afterwards, the President told me he 

thought it would be a good idea for me to report also to the 

It is not easy to compress the whole story into 
a short talk. But I shall do my best. 


American people. 


Let me begin by emphasizing 
the goal of our foreign policy— 
it is to enable you and me and 
our children to enjoy in peace 
the blessings of liberty. That 
purpose is back of everything 
we do. 

The task is not an easy one, 
for international Communism 
threatens both peace and liberty, 
by many means, at many places. 

COEXISTENCE, 

One ever-present danger is 
the danger of being fooled and 
tricked into dropping our guard 
before the peril is really past. 

The international. Communists 
are masters at the trick of using 
words which mean one thing to 
them and another thing to us. 

It took us time to learn that 
the word “democracy” means, to 
Communists, a  dictatorship— 
what they call “dictatorship of 
the proletariat.” 

It took us time to learn that 
the word “peace” means, to 
international Communists, a 
world of enforced conformity— 
conformity with a pattern of 
conduct prescribed by Moscow. 

Now the tricky word is “co- 
existence.” To us it means toler- 
ance of differences. It remains 
to be seen what it means to in- 
ternational Communists. As to 
that we’re not clear. It is true 
that the Russian Communists 
have recently talked more softly. 
But it is equally true that the 
Chinese Communists have talked 
and acted with ever-mounting 
violence. They break their armi- 
stice agreements and they com- 
mit outrages against the elemen- 
tal decencies of international 
conduct. 

Perhaps international Com- 
munism is trying by a new way 
to divide the nations. They 
seek to be Soothing in Europe. 
They seem to be provocative in 


ja. 

Our nation will react, and 
react vigorously in the ee 
tection of our citizens, 
without allowing ourselves te 
bé provoked into action which 
would be a violation of our 
international obligations and 
which would tmpair the al- 
liance of the free nations. 
What has happened in China 
is a challenge to us, and in- 
deed to all who want peace, 
to find ways, consistent with 
vighte oon justice. Baas

We have agreed, by the 
United Nations Charter, to try 
to settle international disputes 
by peaceful means in such a 
manner that international 
peace is not endangered. 
Therefore our first duty is to 


sustaining 

rights and those of our citi- 
zens, rather than now resort- 
ing to war action such as @ 
naval and air blockade of Red 
China. 

Of course, we look anxiously 
for signs of real change in the 
attitude of international Com- 
munists, We hope that the day 
will come when they will re- 
nounce the effort to rule the 
world by methods of force, in- 
timidation and fraud. When 
that new day dawns we shall 
greet it eagerly. But we want to 
be sure that we do not mistake 
a false dawn for the real dawn.

Therefore, a vital part of our 
foreign policy is to have friend- 
ly relations with many other 
countries so that we can work 
together for our common de- 
fense. 

I can report that we DO have 
such friendly relations and that, 
as a result, we can make it ‘un- 
profitable for any nation to at- 
tack the United States. 


DEFENSE OF OTHERS 
AGAINST ARMED ATTACK 


Of course, we could not have 
that relationship if we thought 
only of ourselves. The relation- 
ship must be for the common 
good. So, the common defense 
includes many areas outside the 
United States. 

It is particularly important 
that the great oceans should be 
dominated by free and friendly 
nations. We have made this 
clear by a series of security 
treaties. The Atlantic grea is 
covered by the North Atlantic 
security treaty. The Pacific 
area is covered by a series of 
treaties, some still in process of 
consummation, which cover 
Japan, the Republic of Korea, 
the Ryukyus (Okinawa), For- 
mosa, the Philippines, Australia 
and New Zealand and parts of 
Southeast Asia. 

To back up these treaty words, 
there are local forces. In some 
cases, the local forces which 
seem necesSary are ger than 
the local governments can sup- 

rt. If so, we help out. That, 

owever, is not a “handout.” It

MEETING SUPERVISION. 

Let me turn now to the danger 
which comes from subversion. 
This danger is great. Interna- 
tional Communism has had great 
experience in fomenting political 
disorder. 

A first concern to us in this 
connection is the situation in the 
American republic. The Latin 
American countries are in no 
great danger from open armed 
attatk, but they are somewhat 
yulnerable to Communist subver- 
sion. We deal with this matter 
at the conference of American 
hations which bas held at Ca- 
racas last March. They there 
adopted a declaration to the ef- 
fect that it would be dangerous 
to the peace and security of all 
of the American nations if in- 
ternational Communism should 


The peoples of the world seem | ; 


gain control of the political in- 
stitutions of any one of them. 

t was a momentous dec- 
laration. It may serve the needs 
of our time as effectively as the 
Monroe served the 
needs of our nation during the 
last century. It made clear that 
collective action to eradicate in- 
ternational Communism is not an 
act. of intervention, but an act 
to uproot intervention. 

The principle of this Caracas 
declaration had a special bear- 
ing on the situation in Guate- 
mala. There international Com- 
munism had in fact got control 
of the government. The Ameri- 
can states were about to meet 
with reference to this danger 
when the Guatemalan people 


Communism, The Communist- 
directed President of Guatemala 
ignominiously fied, and _ the 
leader of the liberation move- 
ment is now the President of 
Guatemala. 

CARACAS DECLARATION. 

This Caracas declaration and 

the demonstration that the 
American states take it seriously 
greatly protect this hemisphere 
against Communist subversion. 
The Communists know that if 
they should get control of the 
political institutions of an Amer- 
ican state, they can expect the 
other American states to be 
against them. Therefore, there 
is lesSs incentive to seek control 
than has been the case hereto- 
fore. 
The American nations are also 
trying to achieve sounder econo- 
mies. There is now taking place 
at Rio an economic conference. 
We hope and believe that this 
conference will stimulate sound 
measures to develop the econo- 
mies and lift up living condi- 
tions. It will give practical 
meaning to President Eisenhow- 
er’s “good partner” policy. 

In Asia and Africa, the. dan- 
gers of subversion are great. In 
these continents, there are coun- 
tries without self-government, 
many of their political institu- 
tions are not yet firmly rooted, 
the economies are weak and the 
governments often are insecure. 
The situation in Vie Nam is par- 
ticularly precarious today, and 
in North Africa the situation is 
troubled. 

“Some of the Asian nations 
which have recently won inde- 
pendence need help. But they 
are afraid to take it from the 
West because they fear that 
means a rebirth of western co- 
lonialism, So they remain ex- 
posed to a brand of Communism 
which breeds the most’ ruthless 
colonialists in history. 

It must be made clear that the 
Asian and Western nations can 
work together as equals. We 
took a big step in t direction 
at the Manila conference of last 
September. There, both Western

Dulles Talk Puts Eisenhower, 
some G.0.P. Senators at Odds 


Even Before Speech Secretary Got Support 
of George, Democrat Who Will’ Head 
Foreign Relations Group. 


This draws the issue sharply 
between President Eisenhower, 
who took part in last-minute 
discussions of the language to 
be used in the talk, and the 
Republicans in the Senate who 
want the Administration to take 
a stronger line against China. 
Even before he spoke Dulles 
had received the support of the 
Democrat who will be chairman 
of the Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee in the new Congress 
in Jaruary. 


Knowland Proposal. 


Askec what he thought about 
the Knowland proposal for a 
blockade, Senator Walter George 
of Georgia, the ranking Demo- 
crat on the committee, said that 
bombarding or blockading 
China’s ports would be most un- 
wise since this -would mean a 
general war. With a welcome 
touch of realism, he added that 
this would in fact mean thé 
death of all Americans now held 
by the Chinese. ° 

Both George and Dulles were 
also agreed that something 
more than writing notes is nec- 
essary in the face of what ap- 
pears to be deliberate provoca- 
tion by the Chinese Commu- 
nists. While neither the Secre 
tary nor the chairman-to-be of 
the Foreign Relations Commit- 
tee offered any suggestions as 
te what this might be, their 
basic agreement may be taken 
as a preview of the kind of ¢co- 
operation that can be expected 
in the new Congress. It goes 
contrary to the dire predictions 
of Republican campaign orators, 
including the President, who 
foresaw a “cold war” between 
the Congress and the Executive 
if the Democrats won control 
at the Nov. 2 election. 


As the affirmations in Dulles’s 
speech implied, the cold war 
that has developed since election 
day has been between the Pres- 
ident and the majority leader in 
the Senate. Dulles did make a 
concession to the Knowland

Or is it the policy reiterated every few days 
by one of the chief senatorial spokesmen of the 
Eisenhower Administration,” Majority Leader 
William F. Knowland of California, who is also 
a leading Republican member of the important 
Senate Foreign Relations Committee? 

Is our foreign policy, Mr. Dulles to the con- 


" trary notwithstanding, a policy either for or 


leading to both “air and naval blockade,” as 
Senator Knowland so persistently urges? 

It is not enough to say that as of now the 
policy is the policy of Secretary of State Dulles. 
For Mr. Dulles had little more than finished his 
address before Senator Knowland was again 
calling for the very blockade that the Secretary 
ruled out as a “war action.” 

So long as this goes on there can only be 
confusion in the minds of the millions of Ameri- 
can citizens as well as among our Allies in the 
free world. 

What is needed above all else in this Know- 
land-vs.-Dulles struggle is as clear as daylight. 
It is a direct, forthright statement of Eisenhower 
Administration policy on this issue from the one 
man who must be its source—Dwight D. Eisen- 
hower himself. 

And this statement needs to be more than 
something tossed off more or less casually and 
quoted indirectly from a press conference. It 
needs to be a considered, thoughtful pronounce- 
ment on which the White House and the nation 
can stand. Certainly it should be more than an 
informal comment relayed through the presiden- 
tial press officer. 

Secretary of State Dulles prepared the way in 
his calm, yet forceful address which said that 
this country, while “ready to fight if need be,” 
is not ready to force war by a course that would 
put responsibility for war on us. 

Majority Leader Knowland makes a presiden- 


at the position of the Cabinet officer chiefly re- 
sponsible for foreign policy. 

Now it is up to President Eisenhower—up to 
him to recognize this cleavage and to speak in 
plain terms that rise above generalities. 
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Churchill Tops Fourscore 

Shaped in the age of Victoria, Sir Winston 
Churchill found his destiny in the days of Ger- 
man rockets and hydrogen bombs. He saw a 
world of many nations—at peace by the strength 
of the British fleet and the alertness of British 
balance-of-power diplomacy—reshaped into the 
two big camps of the free and the totalitarian. 

During the war years Churchill's role in the 
world process was heroic. Before and since, it 
has been realistic. Just when his fame was at 
its highest, he was grievously rebuffed by the 
British people. They felt *that he was trying to 
carry feudal glories into an age of austerity. But 


he came back with a new skill for working out™ 


the unglamorous snaris of reconstruction. Even 
here ‘his words, full of the pride of another day, 
were of help. | 

And how he used those words! They sparkle 
through all his books, especially the history of 
Marlborough, the distinguished ancestor whose 
distinction he has eclipsed. But it is when he 
speaks that his words-reach their most penetrat- 
ing brightness. Steeling his countrymen against 
invasion or pointing from Fulton, Mo., to the 
“Tron Curtain,” the ruddy, rotund little man, 
starts his speech slowly, throwing out half a 
sentence, savoring it, waiting for his listeners to 
savor it, and then capping it quickly with its 
dramatic conclusion. Oh, the man is an actor— 
but what an actor, and in what a cause. 
. The old captains and admirals, the men who 
stood by:flag and bugle on field or deck, may be 
gone. Future wars may be fought by men who 
never. see each other. The squire and the hus- 
bandman — farming as their ancestors farmed 
in the days when Norman William drew up the 
Doomsday Book—are giving way to the Diesel 
engine, the canning plant and the deep freeze. 

Who would have it otherwise? But Destiny has 
been generous; she has given us a Churchill to 
carry the high virtues of the old days in to the 
new. 
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No Local Option 

Filing of the Attorney General's brief in the 
school segregation cases before the Supreme 
Court has cleared up any embarrassment caused 
by President Eisenhower’s press conference com- 
ment on the cases. 

When the President said he believed the Su- 
preme Court would devise a decentralized way 
of enforcing its decision, and would not be arbi- 
trary about it, the inference could be drawn 
that he spoke from foreknowledge of the Court’s 
intentions—something which no President con- 
stitutionally should have. 

Now itis clear that what the President had 
foreknowledge of was the Justice Department's 
brief, in which the Executive branch gave the 
Court its own views on how the segregation de- 
cision could best be carried out. The Court is, 
of course, free to follow this advice or not. 

On the whole, the Federal Government’s ideas 
on the subject appear to be sound. It recom- 
mends that the Federal district courts be re- 
sponsible for putting the segregation decision 
into effect in public schools within their juris- 
dictions. The district court would call upon 

, school authorities to present integration plans, 
and would modify those plans if necessary to 


bring about the end of segregation at the 


“earliest practicable date.” 
The Federal courts in each district thus would 


powered under the Constitution to decide it.” 
Reasonable flexibility in timing and method 
of carrying out integration, absolutely firm de- 
termination to see it carried out—that should 
be the objective. We take it for granted that 
local school officials, no less than Federal dis- 
trict judges in every section of the country, 
share a solemn obligation to support and main- 
tain the Constitution—which means carrying out 
in good faith whatever plan is devised by the 
Supreme Court for ending school segregation.

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A Healthy Inquiry 


Nothing could be much healthier for the mo- 


rale of the nation’s taxpayers than the new Jus- 
tice Department investigation of hundreds of 
big tax cases, some involved in the scandals of 
1951 and 1952. , 

Theodore. C. Link of the Post-Dispatch staff 
reports that the department is reopening more 
than 40 St. Louis tax cases and hundreds in 
other cities. Some of these, a person close to the 
inquiry says, were “crying out loud” for more 
investigation when they were dropped. 

A few of the local cases date to the period 
when the late Robert E. Hannegan was tax col- 
lector here, before James P. Finnegan took that 
post. And a federal grand jury in Omaha is in- 
vestigating the attempted whitewash of the Fin- 
negan case, which eventually produced a convic- 
tion for misconduct. 

The federal incomé tax is not only the nation’s 
biggest business but is a remarkable commen- 
tary on the ways of democracy. It is so big that 
tax collection depends fundamentally on volun- 
tary public acceptance. But if enforcement of 
the tax laws falters and the people lose faith in 
its fairness, the whole structure is damaged. 

That is why any doubts about tax cases should 
be cleared up. The Government cannot permit 
suspicions of tax evasion by citizens or officials.

There seem to be two reasons 
why the third party conversa- 
tions began this early. 


Division on Foreign Policy. 


1., There is a ready symbol 
about which to rally in Senator 
Joe McCarthy, who needs no 
publicity or promotion. Every- 
body knows about him. 

2. The division within the Re- 
publican party is a very live 
matter now, as it has been in 
fact since the party assumed 
control of the Government, be- 
cause it is over an issue that is 
uppermost now in the concern ef 
our people, namely, foreign pol- 
icy. That overshadows domestic 
affairs. ‘ 

Senator McCarthy is rated by 
shrewd politicians as much bet- 
ter adapted to the role of a tem- 
porary rallying point for right 
wing dissidents than as an ac- 
tual candidate for President in 
1956. As a result, the more can- 
ny right wing strategists are 
leaning, not to a third party and 
an open revolt, but to an at- 
tempt to capture the Republican 
party for themselves by 1956. 

Meanwhile, they regard the 
best tactics for the present are 
to use what is before them, in 
short, ‘to exploit Senator Mc- 
Carthy for all he is worth. 


McCarthy Lacks Program. 


The Wisconsin Republican has 
become just a means to an end, 
as will become clear in time. He 
will be propped up and*“inflated 
only so long as he is useful. 

His limitations as a presiden- 
tial candidate on a third party 
ticket are patent. His appeal is 
negative, directed to fear, hate 
and prejudice, and those who in- 
dulge themselves thus still are 
very much in a minority in our 
country. He lacks a positive pro- 
gram which is necessary to stir 
enough people for success. 

It is doubted he could get 
any more votes than did Henry 
Wallace in his third party bid 
in 1948 with the so-cglled Pro- 
gressive party that, in the end, 
became the recognized instru- 
ment of the extreme left, as a 
Joe MeCarthy candidacy would 
be an extreme right movement.

New Free-Throw Rule to Boost 
Scoring 8 to.10 Points a Team 
In Average Game, Gullion Says 


By Jack Rice 
The new free-throw rule, baskethall’s leading conversation’ 
piece this season, will increase the scoring “by eight or 10 points, 
by both teams,” Washington University Coach Blair Gullion says. 


It is one of the beauties of 
basketball, a game that started 
out as simple as spin-the-milk 
bottle, that its rules will not 
hold still. Rules are not made 
to be broken, and it takes revi- 
sion to get the point across. 
Canital punishment hasn't been 
acceptable. 

Last year, if a man missed a 
one-shot personal, he got to try 
it again. That's nice if you want 
to practice free throws under 
game conditions. This year, it’s 
better to practice before the 
game. If a player makes the 
first free throw on a one-shot 
personal, he gets to try for two. 
If he misses the first ene, the 
game proceeds, and that’s always 
a good idea, 


As a spokesman for the de- 
fense, it could give Gullion a 
pain in the scoreboard this sea- 
son.

Hearty Soup 
Can Serve as 
Main Course 
By Edith M. Barber 


T MUST BE the cold weather. 

At least, something has 

brought several requests for 
recipes for hearty soups. These 
are of the type that might be 
called “whole meal” or at least 
main course soups. Or perhaps, 
it has been a recent visit to spe- 
cial restaurants where mine- 
strone or Manhattan clam chow- 


der have been listed on the 
menus. 
- The minestrone, while it is 


often served as a first course 
at an Italian restaurant, is ac- 
tually filling enough to satisfy 
most of us without any follow- 
ing courses. 

Any type of meat or bones 
may be used for the base. Per- 
haps that will be the place 
where the turkey carcass ends. 
This is actually a vegetable soup 
with a meat-stock base. There 
are innumerable recipes, and any 
one can be varied with the in- 
gredients that you have on hand. 

When became ac- 
quainted with this soup, chick 
peas were generally among 
these. Now fresh peas generally 
take their place. Sometimes 
both rice and macaroni are add- 
ed, sometimes just the macaroni 
or spaghetti. You may vary the 
seasonings, if you like, but you 
should not forget to top the soup 
with grated cheese when it is 
served. 

Clam chowder of the Manhat- 
tan style is another very popular 
soup. It can be prepared easily 
and quickly with the canned 
minced clams now available. You 
may take your choice of long- 
time preparation with the aid 
of the two recipes given today. 


Minestrone“Soup. 

One pound beef soup bone or 
turkey carcass, two quarts cold 
water, one teaspoon salt, one- 
half cup dried red kidney beans, 
one-fourth cup minced onion, 
one-fourth cup minced parsley, 
one tablespoon olive oil, one cup 
shredded cabbage, one-half cup 
cut snap beans, one-half cup 
sliced carrots, one-half cup diced 
celery, one-half cup shelled fresh 
peas, one-half cup tomato puree, 
two slices bacon, finely chopped; 
one-half cup elbow or shell mac- 
aroni or broken pieces spaghetti, 
two tablespoons rice, one table- 
spoon salt, one teaspoon ground 
sage leaves, one-fourth teaspoon 
ground black pepper, one-fourth 
teaspoon garlic powder, grated 
Parmesan cheese. 


Place soup bone or turkey car- 
cass, water, salt and dried kid- 
ney beans in a large kettle. 
Cover. Simmer until meat and 
beans are tender, about two to 
three hours. Remove bones, trim 
off meat, and add meat to the 
stock. Saute onion and parsley 
in olive oil and add to stock 
with vegetables, bacon, macar- 
oni, rice and seasonings. Cover 
and simmer 30 minutes or until 
vegetables, macaroni and rice 
are tender. Serve with grated 
Parmesan cheese sprinkled over 
top. Yield: Eight to 10 servings. 
Easy Manhattan Clam Chowder. 

One-half cup minced onion, 
one-half cup sliced celery, two 
tablespoons minced green pep- 
Ser, two tablespoons margarine 
or butter, two cups diced pota- 
toes, two cups boiling water, ohe 
and one-half teaspoons salt, two 
seven-ounce cans minced clams, 
one can (18 ounces) tomato juice, 
one teaspoon ground sage leaves, 
one-half teaspoon ground thyme 
leaves, one-fourth teaspoon 
ground black pepper, cayanne 
pepper, one teaspoon paprika. 

Saute onion, celery and green 
pepper in margarine or butter in 
large saucepan. Add potatoes, 

‘ boiling water and salt. Cover and 
cook until potatoes are tender. 
Add remaining ingredients, and 
heat to boiling point. Serve in 
soup bowls over whole or crum- 
bled crackers. Yield: Six to 
eight servings.

If he can 
shovel snow what fun he will have. He needs rubbers and a 
weatherproof coat, warm stockings and mittens and a cap. 

“The cap is very important. It should be woolen and it 
should be the kind that can be pulled down on the fore- 
head and over the ears. Ears must be protected against 
cold weather. Children cannot know how much good ears 
can mean to them or what a world of woe ailing ones bring, 
so their mothers have to be watchful.

career usually brings a lot 

of material satisfaction, but 
sometimes the man who has at- 
tained a commercial pinnacle 
looks around him and finds 
there are other satisfactions he’s 
missing. 

Something like this happened 
during the last several years to 
14 prominent Minnesota men, 
among them a doctor, lawyer, 
hotel man, and a boat building 
firm executive, all of whom 
gave up financially rewarding 
professions and businesses to 
enter the more spiritually re- 
warding field of the ministry.

Mr. Cochrane has high praise 
for his fellow Minnesotans who 
entered the ministry but feels 
his own case isn’t too unusual. 
Pressed for details, he admits 
that money was less of a factor 
in his case since he was finan- 
cially independent aside from 
his business.

ary, something most men 
wouldn’t do perhaps,” he says, 
“but it wasn’t important. We're 


fortunate that way; it’s nothing 
to our credit.”

interest in religious work. At 
any rate, he recalls that as far 
back as 1937, he considered at- 
tending a seminary. He changed 
his mind, on that occasion, and, 


looking back on it, he feels 


that for some time he resisted 
following his vocation. 


“I felt I was running away for 
a long time,” he says. “It was 
easy to make the decision once 
I quit running.” 

A native Californian, the Rev. 
Mr. Cochrane is the son of an 
orange grower who moved out 
to that state in 1903. One of 
eight children, six boys, two 


girls, he comes from an Episco- 


palian family, although he at- 
tended a “good Baptist college,” 
the University of Redlands. It 
was on a visit to his mother’s 


home, St. Paul, Minn., that ne 


met and married a Minnesota 
girl and settled down there. 
Before World War II, he was 
in the insurance business, then 
spent four years in the Coast 
Guard in the Atlantic and South 
Pacific, At the end of the war 
he was captain of a seagoing 
Army tug, to ying ships and de- 
livering gasoline. Boats had 
long been a hobby of his so, aft- 
er the war, he and two brothers 
decided to go into the boat busi- 
ness, building, servicing, and 
storing boats for natives and 
visitors in the Minnesota resort 
One brother subsequent- 
ly went into the air condition- 
ing business in Texas; the other 
still is in charge of the boat 
business.

South, having jumped to the 
li-trick level all by himself, 
should have passsed the five 
spade bid around to his part 
ner, but as South said later with 
a certain amount of plaintive- 
ness), the temptation to try fa 
the vulnerable slam was 
strong. 

Had West but known, he could 
have opened a trump and spiked 
South's: guns at the start, but 
West made the more natural 
spade lead. East won and, even 
after seeing South’s king drop,’ 
could not make a better return 
than the spade queen. South 
could read from this, as well as 
from the bidding in general, that 
East had no trumps (else, he 
certainly would have returned 
one to shorten dummy.) So South 
had to risk ruffing the second 
spade low, and he then cashed 
the heart ace and ruffed a heart. 

Now declarer discarded a 
heart on dummy’s club ace—and 
West blandly played the club 
queen on this trick. This was 
wather alarming to South, but 
with no other recourse, he ruffed 
a low club. This time, West 
played the club king, for all the 
world as though he couldn't help 
himself—as though his original 
club holding had been K-Q 
blank. 

It may be that South was sus- 
picious, but there was no way 
of knowing that West was lying 
in his teeth, and after ruffing
